0. L. McPherson 
Dies At Victoria 


Oran Leo (Tony) McPherson, 
aged 63, resident of the Vulcan 
district for over 40 years and Min¬ 
ister of Public Works in the 
Rrownlee government of Alberta, 
died at Victoria, B.C. on Mondny 
Ma\ 23. 

Born in Kingman. Kansas, Mr. 
McPherson came to the Vulcan 
district in 1907 and farmed east 
of town. He entered polities as a 
U.F.A. candidate and was elected 
as representative of this constit¬ 
uency in 1921. \n able legislator, 
his capabilities wefe soon recog¬ 
nized and when the U.F.A. gov¬ 
ernment was re-elected in 1926 he 
was made Speaper of the House 
at the first session. He later be¬ 
came Minister of Public Works and 
continued in that position until 
1935, when the Brownlee govern¬ 
ment was defeated. 

The past few winters Mr. 1 and 
Mrs. McPherson spent on lecture 
tours of the United States. They 
•moved to Vancouver last fall and 
from there to Victoria in Febru¬ 
ary. 

Surviving are his widow and 
three sons. Eugene and Mbffat in 
Vancouver, and Keith of Toronto. 
A fourth son. Coran, was killed in 
action with the R.C.A.F. in 1943. 

E. G. McPherson of Vulcan, a 
brother, has left for Victoria to at¬ 
tend the funeral services, which 
will be held Thursday afternoon. 
Burial will be made at Victoria.

Arrange To Fight ’Hopper 


Infestation at 


Road Work Discumra, 
Building By-law Pafcsed 
At Municipal Meeting 

Arrangements were made at the 
meeting of the Council of the 
Municipal District of Vulcan No. 
29 held on May 17th to mix grass¬ 
hopper bait at Champion Alberta 
should occasion arise. Much con¬ 
cern is being felt over the hopper 
situation in this District in view 
of the , situation in the southern 
and western part of the Province. 
That part of the Municipal Dist¬ 
rict east and south of Champion 
is shown on the forecast map as 
being in the moderate infestation 
afea, and under weather condit¬ 
ions favourable to the hoppers 
serious hopper damage might re¬ 
sult, with a much larger area in¬ 
fested than is shown on the map. 

The Department of Agriculture's 
campaign against this pest this 
year embraces the use of the new 
chemical Insecticide Chlordane 
which may be obtained in the liq¬ 
uid or dust form. The regular 
sawdust bait will also be used. 

Council was of the opinion that 
no arrangements be made for the 
present at Vulcan or Brant as in¬ 
dications are that these aiens will 
escape this year. Farmers are 
asked to keep a sharp lookout for 
the hoppei-s and report any find¬ 
ings to the Municipal Office. Lat¬ 
est information in respect to the 
use of the new’ bait and the cost 
may be obtained from the office. 

Mr. C. J. Graham. District En¬ 
gineer of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works, was present at the 
council meeting and discussed wjth 
the council the location of the 
•work to be done under the Prov¬ 
incial Government’s $24,615.00 
grant to the District. He explained 
that the amount of grant was on 
a 60-40 basis. The Government's 
share 60% (amounting to $24,615.)

EVERY PERSON who is the owner of any parcel of 
land, and every person who has any beneficial interest 
in any parcel of land, and every lessee, tenant or oc¬ 
cupant of any parcel of land shall prevent any noxious 
weeds from growing upon such parcel of land, and 
shall comply with all the provisions of this Act for 
the destruction thereof. (Sec. 17) 


“Destroy” means to do whatever is necessary to pre¬ 
vent reproduction or to cause growth to cease. 

“Land” means and includes not only all lands owned 
or occupied or controlled by any person, but for the 
purposes of this Act, also means and includes the land 
up to the centre line of all contiguous roads or road 
allowances, highways, streets or lanes, or streams, or 
the low water mark of any lakes or bodies of water 
included within the said lands. 


"Occupant” means a person occupying or having the 
right to occupy or control any lands. 


"Owner” means not only the registered owner under 
The Land Titles Act, but extends to and includes every 
person who has any estate or interest in land or who 
has any right to be vested with such estate or interest
